MATURING WEEDS, GRASS 
TAKE MOISTURE AND FER- 


TILITY FROM THE SOIL 


COLLEGE STATION, May 22.— 


(Spl.)—There is no point in let- 
ting old grasses and weeds con- 
tinue 'to take fertility and mois- 
ture out of the soil, says R. K. 
Lancaster, extension pasture spec- 
ialist for Texas A. and M. Col- 
lege. 
Therefore, 
mow pastures 


dlscriminately. 
Mowing, he adds, 
has 
another 
practical 
benefit. 


When there is too much grass for 
a few months, part of It may be 
mowed for hay and fed profitably 
when pastures are short. 
Tall, coarse grass In humid re- 


gions Is a bad kind of weed, but 
a good turf of thrifty, well-grazed 
pasture supporting a few broom 
weeds and dovo weeds may not 
need loo much mowing. 
When 
tall and coarse 
grass 
dies 
it 
won't let even its own kind grow. 
Suppose it is not cut or grazed, 
what kind of turf would there be 
under tons of rotted 
hay, the 


specialist asks. 
"Mowing 
land 
that 
produces 


only needle grass and 'Poor Joe' 
is 'not worth the expense." 
It 
Bermuda, 
icarpet 
and 
kindred 
grasses get too far ahead of stock 
cut 
them so new growth 
can 
start. 
Otherwise 
these grasses 


get tough and do stock no good 
when grazed. 
Lancaster says that many pas- 
tures which need mowing cannot 
be cut because of worthless brush 
and trees. Ho cautions that thesu 
should not be confused with oc- 
casional 
groups 
of trees 
that 
form beauty spots of maturing 
timber, or protected patches of 
brush which provide feed 
and 


protection 
to 
song 
birds 
and 
game. 
The 
specialist 
explains 
that such growth may have great- 
er 
value 
than grasslands, and 


suggests that few such places In 
pastures are worth saving and 
even fencing. He does not favor 
cutting grass along fences and 
in ditches because it, too, fur- 
nishes protection 
and feed 
for 


wildlife. 
There Is no set rule for the 
number or cuttings in pastures, 
but where three are planned the 
first should be made In late May 
or early June, and for two mow- 
Ings Juno 
would 
be the 
most 
suitable for 
the 
first.

BE LAZYs THEY ARE

COLLEGE STATION, May 22.— 


(Special).—Children 
aren't 
born 


lazy; they learn to be, 


'That's a tip to parents 
from 


TJosca Hale, extension service spe- 
cialist in family relations, who ex- 
plains that no healthy, normal in- 
dividual is naturally lazy. Young 
children, she says, are energetic 
and eager to find out new things 
about the world around them. 
Children may learn to be lazy 


if adults give them too much su- 
pervision. 
In fact, 
some adults 
watch children so closely they have 
no opportunity to experience new 
yet simple undertakings in their 
own way. 
Then some children are lazy, be- 
cause people around them are lazy, 
the specialist says, calling atten- 
tion to the way children are great 
Imitators. In addition, there are 
children 
who use laziness 
as a 
means of getting what they want. 
"If a child is active, full of curi- 
osity, and busy learning things, 
the adults around 
must 
devote 
more time to provide play equip- 
ment for the child or else spend 
much of their time keeping him 
'out of things,'" Miss Halo com- 
ments. 


Other children may learn to be 
lazy because they get the idea from 
others that there is something de- 
grading about hard work. 
Perhaps tho most serious rea- 
son for many children having lit- 
tle energy is because they cat too 
little food or the wrong kinds of 
food. 
The specialist emphasizes 
that a well balanced diet helps to 
make a child energetic, 
playful, 
and happy, and his development de- 
pends to a great extent.upon his 
getting and 
learning to cat the 
right food.
